Whatever parliament may do with the final report of the Purvis Na- 


tional Commission on Employment and whatever discussion may take place} 


in the House of Commons with respect to the recommendations of the Com- 
mission it is reasonable to assume that by the time the contents of the 
report have become well digested by the public, it will provoke a great deal 
of debate throughout the country and some aspects of it are destined to 
prove controversial. 

Some phases of the report will undoubtedly receive quite general sup- 
port throughout the country, both in Eastern and Western Canada, and 
probably in this category can be placed the fundamental premise that the 
long range solution of the problem of unemployment is some from of 
national unemployment insurance which, a8 is pointed out, is already pro- 
jected. by the Federal government, supported by a supplementary system 
of unemployment relief.

Opiniens Differ 


So far as this general principle is concerned the commission was unani- 
mous in its approval but on the question of assumption of responsibility for 
unemployment aid there was a divergence of opinion, one member of the 
Commission, Mrs. Mary Sutherland of Vancouver, dissenting from the joint 
opinion of the other members that this responsibility should be assumed | 
in its entirety by the Federal government, Mrs. Sutherland expressed it as 
her opinion; “That it is fundamental that the primary responsibility for 
the relief of distress (in our reference distress resulting from unemployment 
or loss of occupation) should rest on the unit of government nearest the 
applicant, the Municipality and—on the Province, the Dominion contribut- 
ing thereto when, in its view,.a practical necessity exists because of the 
unusual nature or extent of the distress.” 

The fact alone that one of the members of the Commission should have 
chosen to sign the report with a reservation on which she aptly terms a 
fundamental principle, is bound to bring this question of policy into the 
limelight and ensures for it a considerable amount of controversy before 
the question is settled to the satisfaction of the general public, if ever.

Room For Improvement 

Whatever may be the outcome of this divergence of opinion on this 
outstandingly important aspect of the question, however, there will be gen- 
eral agréement with the Commission's opinion that any system of unemploy- 
ment insurance and unemployment relief aid should be closely co-ordinated 
with a system of employment offices and services. 

' ‘Under the present set up it has been felt, and not without some founda- 
tion, that there is not sufficient co-ordination between the administration 
of relief and the governmental business of bringing together work and peo- 
ple who are unemployed. Anything that can be done to ensure the very 
closest co-operation between these two functions will be an important step 
in the right direction. 

Another aspect of the report which is likely to provoke considerable 

_ controversy, and particularly in the west, is the Commission’s lukewarm 
attitude towards proposals to initiate programs of public works as a tem- 
porary alleviation of unemployment, though there will be agreement with 
the commission’s recommendations as to types of work which should be 


undertaken if the government decides that works should be instituted and 
put into effect.

Demand For Works 


The demand for the institution of public works programs in lieu of 
direct relief has grown very rapidly in the west in the last few months 
or in the past year and this demand is by no means confined to the urban 
centres. Only recently the Saskatchewan Association of Rural Municipali- 
ties went on record in support of a relief works program to be put into 
effect not later than June 15 and there is a growing opinion in the rural dis- 
tricts of the other western provinces that public work, even if it is more 
costly, is preferable to a dole system, ? 

This viewpoint is taken on the ground that if Constructive work can 
be provided and particularly if it comprises undertakings which will return 
some revenue to the country the taxpayers, at least, will get some return 
for the millions which are and have been expended for relief and that the 
sapping of morale which enforced idleness entails will be eliminated, 

There is no gainsaying the Commission’s statement that “hastily con- 
ceived or impromptu programs of public works are dangerous and likely 
to be abortive’ for the several reasons which are outlined in the report, but 
there are projects which can be undertaken which will provide a substan- 
tial amount of work for unskilled labor, which are needed for the develop- 
ment of the country and which can be counted upon to at least partially 
repay their costs, if not immediately, at any rate eventually, and without 


‘interfering with or retarding private industry or the absorption of skilled 
labor into- private industry.

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Emergency Grain Reserve 


Shipping Magnate Urges Britain To 
Act At Once 

Creation of an emergency grain 
reserve to tide over the British Isles 
for not less than six months is urged 
by Philip Halpin, chairman of the 
Holt Line. 

With prevailing low freight rates 
and reasonable wheat prices, he sug- 
gested the British government would 
be well advised to seize the oppor- 
tunity and act at once. 

Mr. Halpin believes there are too 
many ships in the world to operate 
economically in face of the trade 
available, Notwithstanding, there 
was growing agitation for increased 
tonnage to safeguard Britain from 
the possibility of starvation in time 
of war, 

If tonnage was brought to the level 
existing in 1914 the industry would 
be forced into state control which, he 
said, would signalize the end of the 
individualistic supremacy of British 
shipping.

Whenever we see a face masticat- 
ing gum we think of the rebuke a

‘Yo bin ridin’ all 
day,” she said, “but yo never got no- 
where.” The gum chewer chews for 
hours, but never eats anything. 
That, however, is no condemnation 
of the chewing gum habit. In fact, 
it has much to commend it. Chew- 
ing that pliant substance could never 
have attained the vast.popularity it 
has unless it had merits. 

Therefore we are glad to find so 
eminent a person as Dean Mabel 
Mannix of Marquette University put- 
ting in a good word for chewing 
gum, The Marquette co-eds recently 
debated the subject and made out a 
case by coming to the conclusion that 
it afforded relief from nerve tensions 
while studying, or to suppress excite- 
ments while watching athletic con- 
tests. Dean Mannix says it is futile 
to resist the fact that millions chew;

Austrian Ex-Minister To Britain Will 
Pursue Interest In Sports 

In the British court circular ap- 
peared the announcement: ‘Baron 
Franckenstein has left 18 Belgrave 
Square. His postal address will be 
St. James Club, Piccadilly.”. The 
brief item signified the end of the 
diplomatic career of the man who 
had been Austrian Minister to Great 
Britain since 1920. Baron Francken- 
stein, whose career began in the days 
of the Hapsburg empire, was at the 
peace conference that ratified the 
disapptarance of the Hapsburgs and 
the disruption of their State. 

The baron, now 60, resigned his 
post after the recent Anschluss, and 
rather than return to Vienna, decid- 
ed to stay in England, there to pur- 
sue his interest in golf, hunting and 
tennis. His hobby is the collection 
of Oriental art. Viscountess Elibank 
has offered the diplomat a “pic-

Egypt Decides To Remove: Ancient 
Kings From Exhibition 

Egypt is planning to rebury its 
Pharaohs, sealing them down under 
the earth never again to be seen by 
the eye of man. Once they were ex- 
hibited in a museum at Cairo, but 
later were removed by the Govern- 
ment to the mausoleum built as a 
tomb for Zaghloul Pasha, national 
hero, who died nine years ago. Last 
year the Government moved Zag- 
hloul from a temporary tomb and 
reburied him in the mausoleum, mov- 
ing the Pharaohs back to the Cairo 
museum, Now it is proposed to build 
a special mausoleum for them either 
at Giza, near the pyramids, or at 
Heliopolis. Throughout the land 
thousands believe that wresting the 
Pharaohs from their tombs has 
brought bad luck.

Reported Sweden Has Developes 
Spring Wheat That Will 
Reduce Imports 


Washington agriculture depart- 
ment foreign trade experts reported 
Sweden has developed a new type of 
spring wheat, expected soon to re- 
duce that. country’s epee of North 
American grain. 

Sweden's recent ieaiiens of wheat, 
averaging about 1,500,000 bushels a 
year, have been largely fom the 
United States and Canada. They 
consisted almost entirely of superior 
grades used in making high quality 
flour.

five years ‘of intensive construction 
and the expenditure of approximately 
$30,000,000, over 400 miles of road 
to be built. It will cost about $20,- 
000,000 and can scarcely be com- 
pleted before 1941. When that is 
done and thie route opened to through 
traffic it will probably be given the 
designation No. 1. At least in several 
provinces this number has been re- 
served for that purpose, 

Over a course 4,000 miles in length 
from Sydney, N.S., to Victoria, B.C., 
there are three gaps in the Main 
street of Canada. The first is a 60- 
mile stretch in Nova~ Scotia. . The 
second is the major one, 270 miles in 
the Lake Superior section of Ontario. 
The third is a 78-mile stretch around 
the Big Bend of the Columbia river 
in British Columbia. The Nova 
Scotia link will be forged within two 
years. Construction in the Rockies 
is more difficult but here, too, the 
Dominion’s program calls for com- 
pletion in two years. 

The Lake Superior link is the only 
one which will take an indeterminate 
length of time. Five years would 
séem to be an optimistic estimate of 


the time required to connect eastern; 


and western Canada by an all- 
weather motor highway. 

Construction has been done almost 
entirely by the provinces and has 
been encouraged by federal grants- 
in-aid amounting to 50 per cent. of 
the cost. In this way $14,551,132.78 
has been spent by Ottawa and a like 
amount by the provinces,

A’ British film company, Vogue 
Films, greatly daring, at a time 
when our national production seems 
to be at its lowest ebb, propose to 
produce a film version of the Bible, 
which will cost £400,000, employ 10,-

occupy something like three hours of 
running time on the screen. 

Vogue Films, it seems, are nothing 
if not ambitious, . Undeterred by the 
censors’ ban, which forbids the re- 
production of the figure of Christ on 
the screen, they intend to tackle both 
Old and New Testaments. The film, 
they say, will be in color. It will 
be made by three different directors. 
It |will be treated in sections by a 
number of leading writers. It will 
be played by famous actors from a 
variety of countries. It will be cir- 
culated to the ordinary commercial 
theatres as a single feature, running 
in all to something like 15,000 feet.

Should Be Renovated - 


Agitation Started Against New 
Brunswick's Old Debt Law 

Plans are underway to renovate 
New Brunswick’s antiquated debt 
law, long ridiculed by lawyers and 
social workers as the one on which 
creditors so hounded Dicken’s im- 
mortal Micawber in ‘David Copper- 
field.” 

Amendments to the act, said to be 
the only one in existence in the civil- 
ized world, were stymied to permit 
legislative officials to attend the 
coronation last spring. ; 

Agitation against the statute has 
been underway for the past 20 years, 
sponsored by the New Brunswick 
Barristers’ Association. 

The clause under attack permits 
the creditor not only to obtain an 
execution against the goods of the 
debtor, but to obtain an execution 
against his body also. In St. John, 
largest city in the province, an aver- 
age of,six persons are jailed monthly 
for debts. 


Rust-Resistant Wheats 
Have Overcome Menace 
Caused by Barberry Bush 


The associate committee on field 
crop disease of thé National Research 
Council of Canada finds rust-restst- 
ant wheats and oats may eventually 
obviate the necessity for destruction 
of barberry and buckthorn bushes. 

The committee, in session at Win- 
nipeg, has studied causes and con- 
trol .of rust, smuts, roodt-rots and 
other plant diseases. While the per- 
fect wheat that can overcome all dis- 
eases remains to be developed, the 
fact -rust-resistant wheats have over- 
come the menace of barberry bush 
rust-producing qualities wag an out- 
standing development. 

The associate committee on grain 
research announced approval of two 
new rust-resistant wheats, known 
only as “Rust Laboratory RL1097 
and 975.1 or Crop Test 118 and 124 
wheats,” pronounced by Dr. C. H. 
Goulden, the producer, as resistant 
to leaf rust, covered smut and stem 
rust. 

Dr. Goulden, chief cerealist special- 
ist of the Dominion rust laboratory 
at Winripeg, explained rust develops 


“Definite progress toward eliminat- 
ing this disease has been made but 
more work must be done before com- 
plete control of root-rot is obtained.” 

Sawfly damage, while not as 
sweeping as rust, takes a heavy toll 
from the wheat fields yearly. In 
1935. the Saskatchewan loss was 
officially estimated at more than 
$3,000,000. 

The emerging grub, hatched from 
sawfly eggs, saws a ring around 
wheat stalks, plugs the stub with 
sawdust. and spends the winter just 
above the root,

The grains which show resistance 
to one or more diseases are being 
used as parents in order to produce 
resistant strains. 

Plans are underway to develop 
wheat resistant to the sawfly - by 
cross-breeding to produce a_ solid- 
stem wheats Solid-stem wheats, a 
rarity in North America, are being 
cross-bred with more common 
wheats. 

The sawfly lays eggs in stems of 
ordinary wheat and the larva or 
worm bores down the stem. Thus 
the plant breaks under pressure of 
wind and fallen wheat fields are 
practically impossible to harvest pro- 
fitably.

Golden text: This is my beloved 
Son; hear ye him. Mark 9:7. 
Lesson: Mark 9:2-10. 


Devotional reading: Hebrews 1:1-9. 


Explanations And Comments 


The Transfiguration, Mark 9:1-8. 
About six days after Peter’s avowal 
at Cesarea Philippi that Jesus is the 
Christ, and Jesus’ announcement of 
his coming crucifixion, Jesus took 
his three favored disciples, Peter, 
James and John, and ascended a high 
mountain where they could be “apart 
by themselves.”” Dr. A. B. Bruce re- 
minds us that the Gospel historians 
are not wont to be so careful in their 
indication of time, and this minute 
accuracy here signifies in effect: 
“While the foregoing communications 
and discourses concerning the cross 
were fresh in the thought of all, the 
wondrous events we are now about 
to relate took place.” The date is, 
in fact, “a fingerpost pointing back 
to the conversation on the passion 
and saying, ‘If you desire to under- 
stand what follows, remember what 
went before’.” 

There on the mount Jesus was 
transfigured before them. The fashion 
of his countenancé was altered (Luke 
9:29); his face did shine as the sun 
(Matthew 17:2). Jesus had been pray- 
ing, Luke tells us. John G. Paton in 
his autobiography speaks of the 
wonder and awe with which he and. 
his brother would notice the beauti- 
ful light on their father’s face as he 
appeared after a time of seclusion 
when he had been talking with God; 
and you recall that the face of Moses 
shone after he had been in com- 
munion with God on Mount Sinai. We 
can readily understand that Jesus 
would be exalted in spirit, a new 
light would shine from his face, and 
his whole aspect would be changed 
after hours spent in prayer. Was it 
glory, shining upon him from with- 
out, or was it inner glory shining 
through that the disciples saw—who 
shall say? His very garments glis- 
tened, whiter than any fuller could 
whiten them. (A fuller is one who 
fulls, thickens, by moistening, beat- 
ing and pressing cloth.) 

While they were speaking there 
came a cloud that overshadowed 
them, and a voice from the cloud 
was heard proclaiming, “This is my 
beloved Son; hear ye him.”

WIDER POWERS 
FOR DALADIER IN 
FRENCH CRISIS 


Paris.-The chamber of deputies, 
by a vote of 506-12, approved Pre- 
mier Edouard Daladier’s request for 
power to govern France by cabinet 
decree for three months. 

The bill was presented to parlia- 
ment as an emergency measure to 
enable the new government to cope 
with troublesome financial and labor 
problems and was approved. 

The chamber gave the premier a 
576-5 vote of confidence, while the 
senate greetcd his outline of policy 
with almost unanimous applause, 

Floatation of a 5,000,000,000- 
franc (about $465,000;000) national 
defence loan is chief among project- 
ed measures of the government, 
drawn from moderate left and cen- 


tre parties of parliament. 

This power, as the bill now stands, 
will lapse automatically July 31, or 
on any previous date on which par- 
liament may decide to adjourn its 
present regular session. Whatever 
decrees are enacted will take effect 
immediately, but must be ratified by 
parliament before Dec. 31. 

"Daladier also made a big start in 
settling labor disputes which at their 
height found 160,000 strikers occupy- 
ing, France’s key national defence 


factories. 

This number was reduced to 140,- 
000 when an arbitrator appointed by 
the government sent 20,000 strikers 
in aviation plants back to work. 
Further progress was achieved when 
employers and “stay-in” strikers in 
the plants still deadlocked agreed to 
submit their differences to arbitra- 
tion. 

Before the confidence vote, Dala- 
dier advised -parliament the destiny 
of France was at stake and insisted 
that in. the face of a rearmed Europe 
every one of France’s internal weak- 
nesses undermined the nation’s se- 
curity. 

The first reaction was announce- 
ment by Jacques Duclos, secretary 
of the Communist party, that strik-

Feodor Ohaliapin, Celebrated Russian 
Singer, Dies In Paris 
Paris.—Feodor Chaliapin, one time 
shoemaker’s apprentice, whose magic 
voice carried him to world-widg oper- 
atic fame, died here at the age of 65. 
The celebrated Russian basso long 
had suffered from a kidney ailment 
and his condition became critical. 
Attending physicians said he was in 
a coma for several hours before his 
death and suffered little or no pain. 
As far back as Chaliapin could 
remember—and he always was proud 
of his humble beginnings—he loved 
to sing. He sang the rich folk songs 
of his native land as a boy playing 
in the fields near his home with his 
closest chum—Maxim Gorki, who 
later became one of the greatest Rus- 
sian writers. Later he voluriteered 
to sing in a choir and he sang 80 
much at his work as a cobbler's ap-
